Davis said he was. sure 
shoreline development would 
result in less smell from the 
bay itself. 

“The odor people used 
smell along the east shore, by 
Oakland, was due to drying 
micro-organisms on the mud- 
flats exposed by low tide,” he 
explained. “But right nearby, 
in the Oakland estuary, there 
were no mud flats and no 
smell.”

It's to be noted with pleasure that the Menlo Park 
Elementary School District, in laying out Laurel school, 
took into consideration the location of trees on the ‘site, 
facing Edge road near Ringwood. 

It’s noted with pleasure also that the city street de- 
partment is once again “campaigning”, through the use of 
drains and the like, to provide adequate breathing, for 
some of the stately oaks remaining on public property. 


The casualties among our noble arboreal giants have 


_been great, during the past few years. 


Funguses have attacked some of them and for this 
reason, all public agencics sufficiently responsible to stand 
a lawsuit, have been pretty reticent about “guarantecing” 
that any particular tree will stay in place. 

With its roots attacked by such organisms, the Sequoia 
High School District recently had to face the unpleasant 
task of removing an oak from in front of the administration 
building at Menlo-Atherton High School. 

Possibly, the growing pollution of the air has some- 
thing to do with the sickening of some of our trees—trees 
which have managed to stand for 500 years or more, during 
times when man was in greater harmony with nature than 
he now is. 

Considering what can happen if a limb falls on a cit- 
izen walking in a public park or on a school campus, we 
can understand the reticence of public officials in guaran- 
teeing that any given tree will stay put. 

We hope, however, that all public agencies as well 
as private subdividers think long and hard before chopping 
down any tree to make way for a sidewalk, horseshoe pitch, 
badminton court, or extra bedroom. 

Only in this way can a great natural asset—our trees 
—be kept as much intact as possible. And keeping the 
assets intact is one foundation of good business.

Municipal Report: 


Cities Gird for Battle to Save 
Future Sales Tax Revenues 


Mayors of all San Mateo 
County cities were to haye met 
in San Carlos last night, to plot 
strategy aimed at keeping the 
county from horning in on 
sales tax collections. 

The county has suggested 
that if all cities in the county 
adopt sales taxes—and if they 
are collected by the state 
board of equalization—a 20 per 
cent slice of the revenues 
would be nice. 

Menlo Park, San Carlos, Bel- 
mont and Daly City already 
have sales taxes; they present- 
ly keep 100, rather than 80, 
per cent of the total. 


There are advantages and 
disadvantages to countywide 
collection by a state agency, 
but there’s no disguising the 
fact that 20 per cent of the 
total is a pretty big bite. 
During the last fiscal year, 
the city’s gross sales tax col- 
lection were $186,569.56; a 
reduction of this would ser- 
iously hamper the city’s cap- 
ital improvements program 
and would force the city’s 
tax rate up. 


Sixty per cent of the sales 
tax revenues now go into the 
operating budget, to keep taxes 
low; 40 per cent of the reve- 
nues are used for capital im- 
provements. 


The city council has already 
gone on record as opposing the 
county’s idea of what the split 
should be. 

Presumably, most other city 
councils, including those of ci- 
ties presently contemplating 
a sales tax, would be opposed 
to the split, too. 

The county has a club, how- 
ever, which might force the 
cities to give up a larger share 
of sales tax revenues than they 
want to. For if sales tax collec- 
tions are not handled in a 
blanket, county-wide program

between various governmental 
agencies. 

San Carlos city councilmen 
last week agreed to “sit 
tight,” since they are alrea- 
dy collecting their sales tax 
with little trouble. 

Actually, the bookkeeping at 
city hall isn’t very difficult. In 
Menlo Park, collection of more 
than $186,000 is considered a 
minor part-time function for 
one of the secretaries. 

The work falls on the shoul- 
ders of the merchants and. busi- 
nessmen, who have to fill out 
an extra set of forms every 
quarter, 

If the countywide sales tax 
program is adopted, the busi- 
nessmen will have only to fill 
out one form each quarter, a 
kindness they can be expected 
to appreciate. 

The county thus far hasn’t 
told what it plans to do with its 
sales tax loot, if the mayors of 
the various cities decide to 
give in and let the county 
have 20 per cent of the poten- 
tial revenues. 

Consistency would dictate, 
however, that they use part of 
it to reduce the property tax 
and art of it to finance ‘“‘capi- 
tal improvements,’ as both 
Menlo Park and San Carlos 
have done. 

What apparently irks most 
city councilmen is that, while 
the county’s expenses seem 
to continue to rise, its jur- 
isdiction continues to grow 
smaller. 

Cities nave been formed and 
have annexed most of the 
county’s developed territories, 
and must therefore support 
the bulk of police, recreation, 
street maintenance, park de- 
velopment and other munici- 
pal services. 

‘The major areas in which 
eounty agencies have any jus- 
tification for growth are the 
health and welfare depart- 
ments and the operation of 
courts ana the jail, for as pop- 
ulation of the county and all 
its cities grows, so will de- 
mands on these agencies. 

Other agencies grow largely 
at the sufferance of the ci- 
ties: The library, for instance, 
can be expected to expand or 
ly if city libraries are either 
allied to it, or dependent on it. 

At any rate, members of 
most city councils don’t want 
to share much of their sales 
tax revenues with the county. 
It'll be a considerable selling 
job that the county’s board of 
supervisors will have to do, 
when they meet with the city 
officials on Oct. 8,

Delinquent 
Taxes Were 
Regular Thing 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that, 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community:

With planting conditions 
now improved with the fall of 
the first seasonal rain, City 
Mgr. John R. Johnson said the 
time was appropriate to start 
moving on the planting. 

Approximately $1000 in sales 
tax money was appropriated 
by the Council for the job, 
which includes planting on the 
original park site and along a 
strip of land obtained from the 
Southern Pacific _ railroad 
along the right-of-way. 

Most of the trees and shrubs 
will be picked from a variety 
of hardy, fast-growing eucalyp- 
tus family members, Johnson 
said. They will beautify the ar- 
ea as well as provide protec- 
tion for the park, which gets 
a good deal of wind from the 
bay. Planting will begin as 
soon as the purchases are com- 
pleted. 

Also coming to Belle Haven 
Park, and Willow Oaks Park, 
too, Johnson said, is a new 
piece of play apparatus called 
the “Dinosaur.” It’s a frame- 
work of welded pipe in the 
form of a prehistoric beast
